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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The terminal 
disclaimer received August 1, 2006 has removed the obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
over the claims of pending U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 1 1/171,193.
